During the week ended June 22, 1912, positive diagnosis was made 
of 75 plague-infected ground squirrels found in Alameda and Contra 
Costa Counties, Cal., as follows: Alameda County, June 6, 1 squirrel; 
June 17, 2 squirrels. Contra Costa County, June 5, 1 squirrel; June 
7, 2 squirrels; June 8, 4 squirrels; June 10, 19 squirrels; June 11, 
7 squirrels; June 12, 9 squirrels; June 13, 12 squirrels; June 14, 
9 squirrels; June 15, 1 squirrel; June 17, 2 squirrels; June 18, 
1 squirrel; June 21, 5 squirrels.
